Boecker had re­ 
loaded the weapon while upstairs and 
evidently sent the second bullet iuto 
the oldest girl s brain just before leav­ 
ing the room. 
Going down stairs he 
stretched himself beside the corpse of 
hie wife and shot himself. 
His right 
hand was burnt by the powder. 
The weapon he had borrowed from 
his brother Henry last Thursday, re­ 
marking that he wanted it to kill rats 
in the cellar. 
It is now recalled that 
boecker since 
then practiced target 
shooting with it. 
Boecker was over 84 
years old and for over 20 years lived 
on the same farm. 
He was married 11 
years ago and after living a year with 
cis parents moved to the scene of last 
mght’s tragedy, within hailing dis­ 
tance of the old home. 
He recently 
bought a 200 acre farm. 
He attended 
t atholic services at Breda yesterday 
with his w ife and some of the children.

It would be polio* fiction to assert 
that everybody who looks upon the 
great monuments of 
antiquity—the 
pyramids or the Coliseum, for example— 
thinks of the cost and wonders where 
the money came from. 
But when, by 
chauoe, a learned person suggests the 
inquiry only an idiot fails to be struck 
for a moment. 
It is so curious that 
while modern states, with all the ac 
cumulated wealth of the antique world 
at their back, and the treasures of Mexi­ 
co, California, Australia, the Transvaal 
in addition, have to consider ways and 
means w ith anxious care before build­ 
ing a government office, the early mon­ 
archs raised palaces aud temples by the 
hundred at will. 
The thoughtless have 
a ready explanation—slave labor did it 
all. 
But, in the first place, the slaves 
had to be procured somehow— by war or 
purchase—and either means was expen­ 
sive. 
There is u reply to that objection 
equally facile—the war paid its own 
cost in loot. 
But this only leads us a 
step backward. The loot must have been 
enormous, and where did it come from? 
In the second place, those slaves had to 
be fed, and, however cheap their ra­ 
tions, the sum total must have been im­ 
mense when such vast numbers were 
employed. 
Hut captives of war could only do 
rough work. They might build tho Col 
is< urn or the pyramids, directed by an 
army of skilled craftsmen. 
Hut the 
sculpture of Assyrian palaces, rh<- paint­ 
ing of Egyptian temple*and tomb*, must 
have been effected by artists, probably 
free, or, if -laves, trained at great ex

In the Roman tim e men appear to 
have been struck w ith the evidence of 
vast wealth displayed by their predeces­ 
sors, such as the Csesars could not equal. 
But they escaped the difficulty w ith 
ease by granting them riches literally 
beyond the dreams of avarice. Or. Ar- 
butbnot, for example, has patiently 
reckoned up the amount of treasure 
heaped upon the pile of Sardauupalus 
by Athenseus, and he finds that it came 
to £16,953,120,000 in our money at the 
least, for if a computation which Athe­ 
nseus himself suggests be adm itted the 
total would be about twioe as large. 
After this the statem ent of Diodorus— 
th at the Pharaohs counted upon a reve­ 
nue of £138,000,000 annually from gold 
mines in the Bishari desert and drew 
an equal sum by taxation—is very mod­ 
erate. But when the same most valua­ 
ble w riter—who talked nonsense only 
when he repeated the words of other 
m en --comes to deal w ith Babylon be 
lets himself go. There was a gold statue 
of Zeus (the Greek assigned his own 
gods to Babylon as usual) 40 feet high; 
of Rhea equally tall, with a lion of 
gold at each knee and silver serpents to 
correspond; Juno weighed 600 talents; 
in front of her was a golden table, 500 
talents, upon which stood two cups, 
300 talents each, and three bowls, 
1,200, 600 and 600 talents.

the means of disproving them absent.

000; at Ec ba tana, £270,000,000—say 
£550,000,000. 
And Darius carried off

Where it is of clay 
the trench shall be tilled 111 lay ers of not 
more than 12 inches and 
thoroughly 
rammed with a rammer w eig hing not 
less than four pounds. After the trench 
is tilled the street shall 1m* repav ed 0 11 a 
bed of clean grav el not less than eight 
inches deep. 
Section 51 prov ides that tuefore a i>er- 
m il is granted a sum of money shall In* 
deposited with the clerk, sufficient to put 
the street in as good condition as it was 
before the opening was made; that all 
water pipes iu clay ground shall be laid 
three and a half feet below the surface, 
and in sand or grav el liv e feet, and the 
clerk be notified as soon as the work is 
completed.
